They showed that 
none of the physicians who have attended her 
could find any trace of insanity in her. The 
prosecution showed also that young Mrs. Mc- 

donald had made atrecious accusations against 
her husband and her father-in-law; that she 
had broken up her home; had squandered 
$60,000 on a man named Swalmouth, and had 
forged the doctor's name to railroad bonds on 
Which she seeured $30,000 from Senator Stan- 
ford. The defense merely introduced wit- 
nesses who testified that Mrs. McDonald was 
insane and was not aceountable for her acts. 
They claimed also that Dr. MeDonald had ag- 
gravated her offense by threatening to take 
her child from her. Today the prosecution 
summed up their cacs, but were astonished 
when they closed to hear the defense submit 
their case without argument. Clara Belle sat 
in the court room looking very pretty, dressed 
in fashionable and becoming costume.

Furnace Men Closing on Account of It -The 
Production. 

Prrrspure, Pa., January 18.—Dealers in 
pig iron here reporta drop in prices of four 
dollars per ton since the first of the year. As 
a result anuinber of furnace men have banked 
their furnaces and are now awaiting develop- 
ments. They say thedecline is unwarranted 
and that they cannot manufacture and sell pig 
iron at the present prices exesept at a loss. 
Dunbar and Charlotte furnaces have both 
closed, being unable to pay present wages, or 
in any way continue the manufacture of pig 
iron at aprofit. There has been a reduction of 
25 cents per ton in the price of coke since Jan- 
uary 1, but there has been no reduction in ore* 
and freight ratés remain practically the same. 

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., January 18.—The bul- 
letin of American Lron and Steel asseciation, 
published this week, gives complete statistics 
of the production of pig iron in the United 
States in 1887. The production was 6,417,148 
gross tons, and was much the largest in the 
history of the country. The next largest pro- 
duction was in 1886, when 5,583,529 gross tons 
were produced. The increase in 1857 was 
therefore 735,819 cross tons. Only 301,444 gross 
tons of pig iron remained unsold in the hands 
of makers or their agents at the close of De- 
cember last.

Sr. Pau, January 15.—Reports of sufferin 
and death from freezing in the northwest fill 
columns of newspapers, and waking allow- 
ance fof exaggeration and repetition, the num- 
ber of deaths already reported exceeds two 
hundred. Dakota suffered most heavily, and 
a very large proportion of deaths there are of 
school children and their teachers, the blizzard 
having come on in fall force within an hour 
aiter its first sign in the afternoon while the 
schools were in session. In Bonhomme county, 
Dakota, tt) deaths are reported. he south 
Dakota 1O+4 deaths are réported 
In Bonhomme county 200 * head of 
frozen cattle are counted in one place and 140 
atanother. Dead cattle and hogs may be 
seen along the road from Yankton to Spring- 
field. Snowdrifts are said to be thirty feet 
deep 

{n other places dead cattle are reported as 
filling railroad cuts in which they had taken 
refuge from the winds and been buried ia 
drifts of mingled snow and sand. T[atalities 
on the prairie districts of Iowa are being grad- 
nally made public. Twosons of Byron UCleve- 
land, of Manchester, Delaware county, aged 
fifteen and seventeen years, were frozen to 
death during the storm, together with ninety 
head of cattle. The boys were driving the 
cattle to water about 2 mile from the house 
when the blizzard struck them and their dead 
dodies have just been found. The cattle were 
frezen stiff.

The Unjust Tobacco Tax. 
Some of our free-trade friends are opposed 


to the repeal of the tobacco tax, while others, 


with a great stretch of .magnanimity, are 


| willing toagree to the repeal—not because 
' they think it either desirable or necessary, 


but for the sake of harmony. One of their 
arguinents—-an argument advanced, we be- 
lieve, by the Courier-Journal—is to the ef- 
doesn’t fall onthe pro- 
consumers. But, just 
The tax must be. col- 
lected under a law, and the law is so devised 
that it falls heavier on the producer than 
any mere tax, direct or indirect. 

In order that the tax may be collected— 
in order that our great and good government 
may gatherin an excise tax that merely 
goes to swell an unnecessary and a danger- 
ous surplus—a law which bears heaviest on 
the poorest and the weakest has been do 
vised. It would be difficult to invent a law 
more unjust or more oppressive. Before 
this law was placed on the statute books, 


| the farmer who raised tobacco could store 


his crop along with other crops, knowing 
that the manufacturers would send their 
purchasing agents to the very door of his 
In these days there was competition, 
for rival purchasing agents swarmed in the 
tobacco-growing regions. 

But how is it now? Under our beautiful 
system of internal revenue, which some of 
our contemporaries maintain is the very 
flower and fruit of modern democracy, the 
farmer who grows tobacco is compelled to 
sell his crop to certain individuals who are 
licensed by the government to buy. He is 
compelled to load his tobacco on wagons, 
and carry it, no matter how long or how ex- 
pensive the journey, to the point where the 
government has been gracious enough to 
place a licensed purchaser, 

When he has arrived there he cannot 
hunt the purchaser up and offer his crop 
for sale. He is compelled to carry it to one 
of the warehouses, where it is unloaded, 
sorted and dumped into piles, along with 
the crops of other farmers, all covering a 
large floor. Atthese markets there are a 
great number of sellers, but only a few pur- 
There is a daily sale at the ware- 
houses, but there is no competition among 
buyers. 

The owner of the tobacco has nothing 
whatever to do with the sale. He may refuse 
the price and withdraw his tobacco, but he 
is compelled to pay auctioneers’ fees and 
warchouse dues just as if the sale had taken 
place. In other words, he is practically 
compelled to sell at a price fixed by the pur- 
chasing agent. The result of all this, ac- 
cording toa recent writer, is the almost 
total impoverishment of the tobacco farmers 
of Virginia and North Carolina. Their 
farms are mortgaged totheir full value. 
And all this, because the imposition of this 
urnmecessary and indefensible tax deprives 
the farmers of the right te sell their product 
to those who will pay the best price, and 
compels him to seek a market which, if the 
infamous excise taxes were abolished, he 


_ would find at his own’ home.

There has, during the past year, been 
underecultivation an area of about 20) seres, 
but with such suceess has this been attended 
that the year of 1583 w ill seep ,0U0 acres tinder 
cultivation. And the increase would donbt- 
less be inuch greater were it not-for the ‘‘in- 
ferna]’’ internal revenue, as the young tobacce 
grower put it. 

Mr. F. A. Gonzalez. a Cuban, who has de 
voted several years to Florida tobacco culture 
eid tome: “I have the greatest faith in 
Florida asa tobacco state. [ have been a 
work in Colambia county, and the results are 
snost gratifying, [ assure you. An example 
of what can be done is given in the case of the 
Excambia county farmer who raised nearly 
three hnndred dollars’ worth of tobacco on less 
than an acre of ground.” 


‘How is the quality?’ 
“The Florida tobacco has a peculiarly rich 


flavor and is of the fines® quality. There is 
no trouble on this score. tor both the climate 
and the sol are just what is needed. The 
western part of the atate. seems best adapted 
to the cultivation of the plant, and I shonid 
not be surprised to see it become one of the 
leading products of {the state in the not far 
fuiure."’
